The applicant-presents two arguments, (1) the newly added limitation of "wherein, when a software agent from said software agents 
receives the new communication module, the software agent communication module via a new communication means with another 
software agent from said software agents, thereby changing the communication means between the two software agents" is not thought 
by Sharon and (2) the Sharon and Simpson can not be combined at pages 9-15 of the Remark section. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with these arguments for the following reasons. 

As per the first argument, the newly added limitation of "wherein, when a software agent from said software agents receives the new 
communication module, the software agent communication module via a new communication means with another software agent from 
said software agents, thereby changing the communication means between the two software agents" is presented for the first time after 
the Final Rejection and therefor may require new consideration and/or search. 

As per the second argument, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings 
of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992), In this case, Simpson teaches 
provides the motivation to recover from a failure in a computer network by information a server of a failure and receiving appropriate data 
to correct the failure in order to reassume normal network operations [see Simpson column 3, lines 63-67 and column4, lines 1-3.] 
Furthermore, In response to applicant's argument that Simpson is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must 
either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 
1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992), 
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
